4. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen 
to administer or dispose of any real estate acquired by the Town 
through Tax Collector’s deeds. 


5. To hear reports of any official or committee and take 
any action relating thereon.

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SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


This year, through the efforts of our Representative ‘Theodore 
Karnis, Philip Thompson, Leonard Short, and other interested 
citizens, we were able to retain our post office and hope this year, 
with the help of the community to regain our rural route. 

We have taken legal steps to protect the rights of our com- 
munity by investigating the probable damage done by excessive 
draining of one of our natural resources: water. 

We believe the municipal parking lot has greatly relieved the 
congestion at the intersection and has also helped in the removal 
of snow. 

We have negotiated with Hazel Balch regarding 1964 Article 
No. 19 and have been granted permission to take steps regarding 
widening existing cemetery road. 

Last year, Article No. 8 was rejected because of the high 
cost of a new bridge on River Road. Further study with Water 
Resources Board on flood control dam No. 35 in Smithvillage 
regulating the flow of water to a level whereby culverts would 
be accepted under TRA program which explains Article No. 8 
in the warrant for an additional year’s appropriation to complete 
River Road. 

We did extensive research on the Town insurance program 
and have updated all of our insurance policies and increased 
the coverage in all phases at a substantial saving. 

The Town’s population is on the increase and now stands 
at approximately 1675. 

With all the voice of the people and cooperation of the de- 
partments, we find our financial affairs in good condition.

POLICE CHIEF'S REPORT 


As Chief of Police of New Ipswich, below is a resume of 
the activities of the department from January to December 1964. 

We have had a fairly busy year. New experiences from the 
District Court have compelled us to change our system of opera- 
tion. A method of filing has been established whereby we compile 
violations, pre-dating them, thus processing several cases in one 
evening at court eliminating unnecessary mileage and time. We 
feel, under this type of operation, we can remain within the 
budget. At this time, we do not have pertinent changes as to the 
District Court. The matter remains in the hands of the Judicial 
Council and Legislative Body. 

We are very pleased with the cooperation received from 
people who have asked us to check their property while away 
for a period of time. A total of 191 homes were given special 
attention. 

Two years ago, the Selectmen requested that this department 
do the investigating on Welfare. This has proven satisfactory 
for both the Selectmen and those concerned. Expenses incurred 
came out of the police budget. 

The Town has expanded its communication system by add- 
ing radios to the highway department equipment. Frequency 
changes were made from other departments and a license change 
was made combining the departments into a municipal network 
giving the Town better coverage. To arrive at a true picture 
from communications, we have combined all department phones 
and radios plus the emergency phone service in Wilton under 
the heading of communications. 

Having put into effect an ordinance keeping all dogs tied 
up during the month of April, this Department and the Select- 
men felt it could best handle this situation by having a regular 
dog officer. The appointment of Wilson Allen was made. 

Another ordinance pertaining to junk yards came into effect 
this past year as a step to retaining the betterment of the Town 
and not as a regulation to cause a hardship upon the public. 

In order to relieve the congestion at Appleton Academy, the 
lane between Appleton Road and King Road has been made into 
a one-way street. Due to the upgrading on the betterment pro- 
gram, Route 123 in Highbridge has resulted in eight motor 
vehicle accidents. It became necessary to make another one-way 
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street in the section from 123 on either side of Lenne Ypya’s 
residence known as Mill Street to the bridge and from the bridge 
to Walt’s Cities Service. The latter remains a two-way street.

The following is a break-down of the regular police work 
since January Ist, 1964: 

Number of calls received were 489 by telephone, 169 from 
other towns, 320 by radio, a total of 978. 

There were 87 summons issued by this department plus 23 
from other departments, 9 warrants issued for out-of-town police, 
13 arrests for out-of-town police, 1 out-of-State Court appear- 
ance. 

The Auxiliary Police has accumulated approximately 550 
hours in the following duties: fire patrol, 13; holiday and special 
occasions, 95; traffic, 120; surveillance, 199. They also have 
taken the responsibility of the Hunter Safety Course which has 
taken 38 hours. Under state statutes, anyone between the ages 
of 14 and 19 is required to take the course before he is eligible for 
a hunting license. The course was made available in this town 
to eliminate the younger people from traveling to outside towns. 
Surrounding towns of Mason, Greenville and Temple were wel- 
comed to the school and 13 received their certificate on satisfac- 
tory completion of this course. 

The Civil Defense unit being a national organization on Fed- 
eral and State level requires so much action and participation on 
the part of this small community that we feel it can be more ad- 
vantageous for us to look forward to participating on a more local 
level. 

In conclusion, I wish to thank the Selectmen, other Town 
departments, school authorities and citizens of New Ipswich for 
the cooperation they have given to this Department in the past 
year.

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RECREATION COMMITTEE REPORT 


Walter Paro of Wilton was employed as Field Director for 
the summer of 1964 and Miss Regina Haskins was hired as pool 
instructor. Regina also coached and managed the girls’ Softball 
Team, sponsored by Mr. and Mrs. Paul F. Cooper. 

The scheduled summer season ran a period of 10 weeks from 
June 29 to September 6. The playground facilities were used 
actively throughout the season by various organizations within 
the town. 

The baseball fields were occupied almost every day by the 
girls’ Softball Team, Babe Ruth, Little League, Farm teams and 
the Appleton Academy Baseball Team. All played full season 
schedules. Also on the playground fields were archery, volley 
ball, soccer and football games, along with regular activities of 
horseshoes, tetherball, badminton and basketball. 

Total enrollment at the pool for general swimming exceeded 
175. Swimming classes were held daily Monday through Satur- 
day. Enrollment in the classes and actual participation was 
limited due to serious water shortage and cool weather conditions. 

Water Show Entertainment — This annual event closes the 
playground summer season, giving those who participated in 
various swimming, diving, First Aid and Life Saving classes, an 
opportunity to complete and display their talents and to receive 
individual Red Cross Badges, certificates, awards, etc. 

The donations of money, time, labor, equipment and materials 
by interested citizens were deeply appreciated. 

We would like to call your attention to the expended budget 
1964 total. The $2,979.42 includes the donations which are 
listed at the end of the actual 1964 budget. 

* The items requiring explanation in the Budget report are as 
follows: 


New Construction: By having a concrete floor in the pool it 
will eliminate the sand and gravel bottom we have now. It would 
be easier to filter the water and keep it clear and clean. At pres- 
ent, after a few minutes of diving and swimming the bottom is 
disturbed, making it hard to keep a watchful eye on the swim- 
mers, especially on the deep end. This would be very beneficial 
to all and much safer for the children. 


New Equipment: The diving board stand has weakened to 
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the extent that it has to be replaced along with some (3) ladders, 
life saving buoys (2)) and new seesaws (2).

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REPORT OF NEW IPSWICH LIBRARY 


Below is shown a condensed statement of receipts and ex- 
penditures for the preceding fiscal year. 

During the period since our last report two major develop- 
ments have occurred. First, substantial repairs were made to the 
porch and to the front wall of the building, and iron rails were 
added beside the steps. These rails have been greatly appreciated 
by the many older people who visit the Library. 

Second, we have instituted moving picture programs for 
children and young people. These have been very popular. Up 
to now we have been able to operate with a projector on loan 
from the State Library but we hope soon to acquire our own. 
Funds for this purpose have been supplied in part by the sale of 
candy, and in part by one very generous gift from a friend. Only 
a small balance remains to be raised, and we hope that perhaps 
someone will come forward to help us in this matter, soon. 

The projected new desk for the Librarian is under construc- 
tion at the Academy Shop, and we hope to have it installed in the 
spring. This will be a major addition to our equipment. 

Again we want to call attention to the fact that this Library 
is not supported by funds derived from taxation, and that here 
exists a fine opportunity for citizens to give to a local charity, the 
benefits of which gifts they can see at once, right in their own 
community. In this connection it should be pointed out that the 
bulk of our funds has always been derived from many small gifts, 
rather than a few large ones. Gifts may be left at the Library, 
or turned over to any one of the Trustees, or mailed to Mrs. Bays, 
our Treasurer. 

Only one change in our board has taken place this year, being 
the appointment of Mr. J. Frederick Ransom to fill the place left 
vacant by Mr. Maki’s death. Our board is now composed of: 
Messrs. Granfors, Taylor, Ransom, Packard and Preston, Miss 
Eagleson, and Mrs. Bays, Jenks and Kangas.

REPORT OF THE FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
AND YOUR DISTRICT FIRE CHIEF 


The 1964 forest fire season surpassed the record of 1963 in 
both length and severity. For the second successive year, we ex- 
perienced a rainfall deficiency of more than ten inches and the 
compounding of such drought conditions, together with the many 
days of strong, dry winds, characterized 1964 as one of the most 
hazardous years in the past half century. Although our fire season 
was three weeks longer than that of 1963, the number of fires 
showed only a slight increase and more remarkable was the fact 
that the area burned dropped from 2280 acres in 1963 to 900 
acres in 1964. Early detection and rapid response kept many 
potential fire disasters from becoming reality. We all owe a debt 
of gratitude to the men in this community who responded and 
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fought our fires so efficiently. Our state is now 86% wooded 
and its economy — both industrial and recreational — is greatly 
dependent on this forest resource. The responsibility for ade- 
quate fire protection of this great area — 4,350,000 acres — is 
everyone’s responsibility and prevention is one of our most effect- 
ive tools. 


Prevention is good common rense. 


1. ‘Take your rubbish to the town dump. If you must burn, 
obtain a permit and watch your fire until it is dead out. 


2. Instruct your children in fire safety. Keep matches from 
young children. Explain to them the dangers of lighting 
matches and making outdoor fires. 


3. Be sure discarded smoking material and matches are out. 


A major portion of our preventable fires this year are charge- 
able to three causes: (1) permit fires allowed to escape; (2) 
children playing with matches; and (3) smokers. Let’s be mind- 
ful of the fact that all such fires endanger property and lives. 


We wish to thank you for your very fine cooperation during 
the past fire season and with your continued cooperation we are 


confident that we can improve our fire record in 1965.

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ELECTRIC LIGHT COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT 


The new line construction between Highbridge and Green- 
ville was not completed, although we absorbed our share of the 
pole and tree-clearing costs. New 2/0 wire was purchased to be 
installed early in 1965. This will enable us to start a new circuit 
from the delivery point of the Greenville Lighting Company 
across private property (for which a right-of-way has been ob- 
tained), thence along River Road CRoute 123) to Highbridge 
and at a later date complete the circuit to our switchhouse. This 
will provide an alternate method of feed in the event of trouble 
with our main line on Temple and Greenville Roads. This will 
increase System Capacity and Voltage and can be used to provide 
service to customers in the Highbridge section. 

At Thayer’s Corner, a change-over to new poles was made in 
compliance with the Highway Department. 

Also during the year, after long deliberation, it was decided 
to purchase a G.M.C. cab and chassis, with a hydraulic bucket 
and other power equipment mounted on it. In anticipation of an 
early delivery on this equipment, our third lineman was laid off. 
The saving on the reduced labor enabled us to pay for the chassis 
this year. On the equipment, a loan of $10,000 was negotiated 
at a low interest rate, that will be paid up in a three year period. 
The payments are made possible through the savings on our pay- 
roll reductions, and elimination of rental costs on comparable 
equipment. By obtaining a loan, our reserve funds remain intact. 

With this equipment, repairs and maintenance of our lines 
and services can be performed with better efficiency and economy. 

In memory of the late Headmaster Hjalmar S. Maki, two 
poles were set on the Appleton Academy grounds with the installa- 
tion of a Mercury light and plaque on each pole.

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NEW IPSWICH SCHOOL BOARD REPORT 


The chief problems presented to the School Board during 
this year stemmed from the increase in the number of students 
in the District. 

The unexpected increase in Central School enrollment at 
the beginning of the school year ncessitated additional teachers 
and more class room space. This crisis was met through a Special 
District Meeting held on November 9, 1964 and resulted in 
approval of monies for the conversion of part of the Central 
School basement area into a class room and the hiring of an 
additional full time teacher and a part time teacher. 

These steps have been taken and have satisfacorily met 
the pressures of increased enrollment for the immediate future. 

Throughout the year, the School Board has studied the long 
range requirements of the School District. This work has been 
done in conjunction with the work of the Cooperative Study 
Group, The School Study Committee, and Appleton Academy, 
and has included meetings with state officials, tours of new 
schools in the State, and surveys of possible sites for new con- 
struction. There has also been a thorough evaluation of existing 
facilities. 

During the next year, it is believed that findings of the 
School Board, combined with those of the study groups, will 
result in definite and sound recommendations to the New Ipswich 
School District.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT 


To the school board and citizens of New Ipswich I respect- 
fully submit my seventh annual report as your superintendent 
of schools. 

Staff and Instruction 

The New Ipswich Central School opened this fall with no 
changes in staff, all teachers returned. This continuity of staff 
has made possible continuation of the academic programs being 
developed with little wasted effort. 

A problem that was faced almost as soon as school opened, 
however, was that enrollment in the elementary school increased 
far beyond expectations. Thirty-nine children enrolled in grade 
six, where only 35 were anticipated; 39 children enrolled in grade 
three where only 33 were anticipated. These increases in enroll- 
ments and overcrowding made it necessary to petition the Supe- 
rior Court to hold a special school district meeting in the fall to 
hire an additional teacher for a classroom of children of grades 
three and four, and to hire a part-time teacher to work with 
grade six. Since all teaching space was being utilized, it was 
necessary to renovate the downstairs area to house a classroom 
of children and utilize the library room developed by the PTA 
as a part-time classroom for about 15 children. 

This year three children of the town in need of special educa- 
tion were enrolled in the new special class in Wilton. These 
children are making very satisfactory progress through this spe- 
cial educational offering. 

Early in the year all of the school boards of the union heartily 
endorsed a program of physical fitness in keeping with the late 
President Kennedy’s recommended program. A workshop was 
held in Wilton for the information and instruction of all elemen- 
tary teachers and shortly thereafter physical education became a 
daily part of the instructional program at the New Ipswich Cen- 
tral School. Teachers of the school have been devoting fifteen 
minutes each day to a continuous strenuous exercising and Mrs. 
Tolman is administering tests of physical fitness to all of the 
children. This exercising and testing program will be continued 
throughout the year and in the years to come. It is hoped that 
such a program will raise the fitness level of each and every 
individual of the school. 

Due to the veteran teaching staff at the school, experienced 
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people who know their job, the caliber of instruction and the 
level of education being offered continues to be of the highest 
quality. On the basis of standardized achievement tests, average 
scoring of children is more than one year above grade level 
placement and, in many cases, over two years above average 
normal grade placement. When all is said and done, achievement 
in basic academic areas is a prime measure of the success of the 
school. All parents and citizens of the town should be pleased 
with the educational standards of achievement being regularly 
maintained. 


Building and Grounds 

The increased numbers of children being housed in the 
school has caused several problems which should be resolved in 
the future in fairness to the children. Toilet and washing facili- 
ties are not adequate. Facilities presently within the building 
are more nearly designed to accommodate 125 children than 
225. Right now children in the new downstairs classroom are 
washing their hands before lunch in the kitchen. This is not a 
desirable arrangement, in any sense, except that realistically this 
is the only way it can be done. The Board has provided $150 
under #1266 to install a sink in Mrs. Kangas’ room to relieve a 
little bit of this pressure. Additional towel dispensing units have 
been installed in the lavatories to expedite the washing up 
process. 


Sweepstakes 

This year will probably go down in New Hampshire educa- 
tion as “the year of the sweepstakes.” This was the first year 
that funds were made available through this lottery to the schools 
in New Hampshire. New Ipswich School District finally received 
$8,012.94 from this source. The best information available at this 
time indicates that $11,100 will be received in the coming year. 
One problem that has concerned the Board was how to best use 
this money and keep within the statutes and intent of the law, 
namely, to improve education. Some of the money being antici- 
pated to be available next year has been budgeted to pay for 
the services of a remedial reading teacher, namely, $1,750. A 
study made by the Guidance Department of Appleton Academy 
indicated a difficulty in reading in a good number of children at- 
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tending the Academy. It seemed that the most forthright ap- 
proach to the solving of this problem was to provide the services 
of a teacher specializing in remedial reading working at the 
Academy and at all of the schools that feed youngsters into Ap- 
pleton. These provisions have been made in all school district 
budgets. The costs were established on the basis of pupil en- 
rollment and not on the basis of need since this would be a little 
bit too difficult to determine on short notice. The Central School 
will receive a portion of this teacher’s time on the basis of the 
money being placed in the salary pool. 

It should be noted that when the Tax Commission established 
the assessment for the support of schools for the present year 
they anticipated sweepstakes receipts of only $5,788.17. Since 
a greater amount was received, the difference or excess will 
therefore appear as a balance at the end of the current school 
year. The School Board considered the use of this excess money 
but in view of other educational increases in the budget, decided 
to use the best part of these State monies for the reduction of 
the school assessment. 


Finance 

There are several areas of increase in the budget that should 
be brought to the attention of all citizens. In the area of teachers’ 
salaries, an increase of a little over $10,000 appears for several 
reasons. Included herein is the $1,750 being budgeted for 
remedial reading teacher. Included in this figure also are provi- 
sions for the salary of the teacher and the part-time teacher 
voted at the special meeting. This amounts to some $7,700. The 
balance of the increase is to provide increases for teachers which 
are comparable to those that will be received in New Hamp- 
shire communities during the coming school year if quality 
instruction is to be continued to be provided for children in 
New Ipswich. It is necessary to continue to be able to attract and 
hold good, qualified, capable teachers. If a vacancy should 
occur, a good part of the attraction is related to the salary that 
can be provided. 

Under #215, Textbooks, an increase of $100 is shown. This 
is brought about by an increase in enrollment. An increase in 
pupils being transported (#500 series) also brings about the 
approximately $100 increase. 
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Under the #610 item, Custodian’s Salary, the reduction of 
about $200 appears because of the uncertainty as to the custodial 
situation in the coming school year. Mr. William Somero, who 
has been the school custodian for many years, has been ill for 
a good part of the year and his wife and son have been handling 
this responsibility. In the year to come the custodian situation is 
distinctly clouded and this is the best estimate that can be made 
at this time. 


In the +800 series, Fixed Charges, an increase of about $1,000 
appears. Part of this increase is brought about by the increased 
teachers salaries noted above. About $400 of the increase has 
been budgeted because of a revision in the insurance program, 
insuring the building and contents to a higher level than has 
been done in the past. 


In the #1200 series, Capital Outlay, there has been a reduc- 
tion of expenditures budgeted but this will still provide for some 
extra desk and chair units for the increased enrollment and the 
purchasing of an overhead projector for use of the teachers. In 
the +1300 series, Debt and Interest, there is a drop of approxi- 
mately $1,100 brought about by a reduction in the principal pay- 
ment from $3,000 to $2,000. 


The primary area of increase in the budget is in the 1477.1 
item, Tuitions. Due to improvement of the instructional pro- 
gram being contemplated for the Academy in the coming year 
costs have increased from $467 per pupil to $547 per pupil. In 
addition instead of 112 pupils being at the Academy, 123 are 
expected. The combination of these factors requires a contract 
figure of $67,281.00, an increase of about $15,000 over that which 
was contracted for during the present year. At the junior high 
school level, the same situation exists. Costs have risen from 
$440 per pupil to $475 and numbers have increased from 55 to 
67. This results in a need for $31,825.00, an increase of $7,500. 
These two figures bring about a net increase in the area of tui- 
tions of about $22,500, the primary increase in the overall school 
budget. 

On the income side of the ledger a balance of about $2,- 
224.77 is being expected from sweepstakes money as already 
noted. Tuition from parents is estimated at $1,050, Foundation 
Aid estimated at $20,000. The Foundation Aid figure is only an 
educated guess. No one knows for sure how much money the 
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Legislature is going to raise for the support of the Foundation 
Aid program and no one can anticipate the equalized valuation 
of the town of New Ipswich. Full implementation could bring in 
almost $50,000. It seems reasonable, however, on the basis of 
increased enrollment that if $16,000 was available this year, 
$20,000 would be logical for the coming school year. 

This Foundation Aid, along with other increases results in 
a total income of the district of $38,674.77. When this is applied 
against the total appropriation of $189,815.59, it results in a 
net assessment of $151,140.82. As noted above the bulk of this 
increase lies in increasing costs of teacher instruction and in- 
creased tuition costs. 


Special Article 

The only special article that is appearing in the warrant is 
that which has appeared for many years giving the citizens of 
the community an opportunity to vote the writing of an exclusive 


contract with Appleton Academy for the education of high school 
children. 


Conclusion 

As already indicated within this report, excellent academic 
progress is being made in the New Ipswich school. This is being 
achieved primarily through the conscientious efforts of the teach- 
ers who have been operating under the burden of overenroll- 
ment and limited space this year. New Ipswich should be proud 
to have such faithful and dedicated teachers overseeing the 
education of their children. It is a pleasure for me to have had 
the opportunity of working with such professionally minded 
people. The School Board is to be complimented for their 
handling of the many difficult educational problems which they 
have been faced with. The financial implications of these prob- 
lems have required innumerable hours of study and discussion. 
Working with such dedicated teachers and conscientious board 
members has made my position a very satisfying one. Thanks are 
extended to all concerned.

SCHOOL STUDY COMMITTEE REPORT 


Shortly after the last School District Meeting a committee of 
two was appointed by the School Board to assist them in studying 
the school space problem. The committee, with the School 
Board, held several meetings and took a few field trips during 
the past year in an attempt to evaluate the future space needs 
and establish possible methods of fulfilling these needs. 

Upon surveying the present school facilities, census reports, 
and actual enrollments it became apparent that the school popu- 
lation, which varies greatly from year to year, is increasing more 
rapidly than anticipated and the present facilities are inadequate. 

It was felt that professional advice would be useful, so a 
meeting was held with the State Education Commissioner, Mr. 
Paul Farnum. This meeting produced a wealth of facts and 
figures and gave us the first tangible results of our study — the 
following four expansion possibilities: 


1. Temporary space, within the existing building or elsewhere 
in town, to carry over until some permanent solution is 


established; 


2. Addition to the existing building, making maximum use of 
each classroom by continued use of split grades; 


3. New building on a new site, considering consolidation with 
one or more of the adjacent towns; and 


4, New expandable building on a new site, using the existing 
building within recommended capacities, with the new build- 
ing for all future increases. 


As a result of the meeting with Mr. Farnum, several field 
trips were taken to study what others had done with new schools. 
In addition, we considered and inspected some possible sites 
for a new school. 

To assist in our study, particularly in regards to the seventh 
and eighth grades, a meeting was held with the Trustees of 
Appleton Academy. This meeting, though not enlightening on 
the future plans of the Academy, produced a beneficial exchange 
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of ideas and thoughts on the subject. One such idea, worth 
further thought, is the possibility of having a long-term contract 
for the education of our ninth through twelfth grade pupils, 
thereby guaranteeing the Academy an income on which to build 
their future. 

A meeting with the Greenville School Board to consider 
mutual problems was considered but never became a fact. 

Summarizing — we have begun to expand, as witness the 
special School District Meeting in November where it was voted, 
and is now fact, to use space in the existing building for addi- 
tional classrooms. The committee recommends that we should 
continue our expansion through a larger permanent school space 
study committee that would establish needs and propose solu- 
tions. It is our conclusion that we should start now the planning 
of a new expandable elementary school. This should be supple- 
mented by parallel planning, with the Academy, to supply our 
secondary education. And finally, we should start now to estab- 
lish a means of financing our school expansion plans.
